PHOENIX (AP) - A state court 
nas overturned an earlier niHng 
that the , Arizona Land 
Department had fallen slion of 
its constitutional duty to maxi- 
mize grazing-lease revenue to 
benefit schools and other public 
institutions. 

This week’s ruling by a three- 
judge panel of ifie Arizona Court 
of Appeals sent the taxpayer 
• challenge to the department’s 
action’s back to a trial judge. 

Similar challenges by Idaho 
Waterslieds founder Jon Marvel 
are being made to procedures 
used by the Idaho Land Board in 
awarding grazing leases. 

In Arirona, Maricopa County 
' "t'ErMTclki’eTDahn 


had ruled in July 1997 that the 
Land Department foiled to gain 
the maximum return for die stale • 
land trust as required by the 
state Constitution and the ft^eral 
1.1W that made Arizona a state. 

Dann’s order specifically 
struck down the department's 
practice of essentially allowing 
leases to be renewed long-term 
without competitive bidding. 
That practice made it nearly 
impos-sible for the dcpoittncnt to 
do its job of providing the maxi- 
mum revenue from state lands 
for public schools, Dann said.
